A verdict has been rendered in favor 
of the plaintiff in the libel suit brought 
against the Ladies’ Home Journal (pub- 
lished by the Curtis Publishing Co.) by 
the World’s Dispensary Medical Asso- 
ciation, of which Dr. R. V. Pierce 
is President.

In the May num- 
ber of the Ladies’ Home Journal (1904), 
Mr. Edward Bok, the editor, stated 
that Dr. Pierce’s Favorite Prescription 
contained alcohol and other harm- 
ful ingredients, and Dr. Pierce had in 
the action alleged that the defendant 
maliciously published this article con-

contained no deleterious ingredients

Because of his long residence 
lin Paris it has been supposed that M™., 
Renotiere was a Frenchman, but tn fact 
he is a native of Austria. His father 
wasav Austrian nobleman, Duke Galle- 
ria. Upon the death of his father M. 
Renotiere refused to accept hfs title or 
a cent of his father’s fortune, which he 
deciared had been gained by methods he 
could not approve. The young man ob- 
tained a livelihood in Paris by teaching 
until about 1860, when his mother died, 
leaving him a fortune. 

About this time he is supposed to have 
acquired the taste for stamp collecting, 
and as early,as 1668 was declared to have 
the finest collection in the world. When 
it fe noticed that since that time the 
great bulk of his éxpenditures for stamps 
have been mafic, some conception of 
the size and value of his philatelic pos- 
sessions may be obtained. 

Practically al] the rarest stamps in ex- 
istence are in his collection, and in many 

where only one stamp is known to 
he owns that stars The one-cent 
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copy is known to exist, and which was 
printed on ordinary wrapping paper, a 
most insignificant and unattractive 
stamp, in fact, is in his collection, No 
one knows what this stamp is worth, al- 
though it is admittedly the most valuable 
of all the 28,000 varieties of stamps that 
have ever been produced some idea of the 
value of this stamp may be gathered from 
the comparative scarcity of it and the 
two-penny Mauritius stamp for which the 
prince of Wales, a couple of years ago, 
paid nearly $8,000 in cold cash. There 
are severg) of the latter stamps in ex- 
istence..

Early in his career he set out to 
accomplish this thing, and he has made it 
the work of his life. 

M. Renotiere is the always open mar- 
ket place for the sale of rare stampa, 
The finder of a particularly scarce stamp 
is sure of a buyer in the great Paris 
collector. He will buy anything that he 
does not have in his collection, and ig 
rot giving to haggling over the 
price, Either. Hundreds of Dpeo- 
be in the United States have 
sold rare stamps, found in old trunks, 
and garrets, that cost them nothing, to 
this King collector for thousands of dol- 
lars, and there are hundreds of scarce 
Stamps in the United States waiting to 
be discovered.
